Mohammed, Complains About 
Feeling III; Is Put to Bed 


President's Illness Described as "A Chill''; 
All appointments Cancelled; Vice President 
Acts For Chief as Host at State Dinner 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Illness the White House de- 
sci ibed only as “a chill 
forced cancellation of President 
Eisenhower’s engagements today. It also wiped out a nation­ 
wide television-radio address he had scheduled for tonight 
from Cleveland, 
Eisenhower’s doctors ordered him to bed yesterday 
several hours after he had formally greeted Morocco’s King 
Mohammed \ at the Washington airport and ridden with 
the monarch in a downtown parade. 
I he doctors’ orders kept Eisenhower from attending a 
White House dinner last night for the King. Vice President 
Nixon substituted for him. A scheduled Eisenhower con­ 
ference with the King today was canceled. 
W hile the dinner was going on. associate press secre­ 
tary Anne Wheaton told a news conference the President 
had no fever— then or earlier. She said further that his 
pulse and respiration were normal and that he was sleeping 
“quietly and comfortably” under what she termed mild se­ 
dation. 
Word of the 67-vear-old President’s latest illness brought 
questions from newsmen as to whether he might be devel­ 
oping the flu. 
“I stand by my statem ent 
that he has had a chill,” Mrs. 
Wheaton replied. 
Eisenhower was inoculated 
against Asian flu last Aug. 
26. He had a head-to-toe phy­ 
sical checkup Nov. 10-11 and 
his doctors at th a t tim e pronounc­ 
ed him in excellent health. 
A fter fast night’s state dinner 
at the W hite House, Nixon— who 
escorted M rs. Eisenhow er to the 
affair—said of the President’s ill­ 
ness:

They know that with a little caution in the kitchen—and 
some advance preparation—chances are pretty good t h a t 
they and their families will survive the national holiday un­ 
scathed. 
Of course, there still are hazards connected with the ev­ 
ent, even though they're not quite the same as those I he 
settlers faced. 
Today, fixing the feast is as easy as— well, as opening a 
package (make that several packages) of frozen food, ac­ 
cording to Miss Martha Kohl, home economist of the Na­ 
tional Safety Council. 
The 20th century homemaker can, by planning ahead, keen 
last-minute preparations to a minimum. With the help of a 
freezer she can prepare the fruit cocktail, cranberries, tur­ 
key and pies days ahead of time, Miss Kohl said. 
Or, if she wants, she can buy most of the Thanksgiving 
meal in prepared mixes that require little work or time. 
Well, just what hazards does Mrs. Homemaker of 1957 
face, then? 
“As usual, everyone will want to get into the act in the 
kitchen,” Miss Kohl said. 
“Not only do too many cooks spoil the broth, hut too many 
cooks clutter up the kitchen, and may cause the homemaker 
to get flustered, perhaps trip oc slip, or spill things.” 
What can homemakers do to make Thanksgiving a day of 
leisure— one to spend with friends and relatives 
rather 
than a day of danger? 
Miss Kohl advises that they: 
1. Get ready for the meal weeks ahead of time by buying 
and preparing much of the food. 
2. Get a good night’s sleep (that goes for the whole fam­ 
ily), then start the day off right with a good breakfast to 
keep fatigue at a minimum. 
3. Keep children—a hazard greater than sharp knives or 
hot pans— out of the kitchen. 
4. Be cautious when cooking the meal. “Just because you’re 
using an electric or gas stove instead of an old-fashioned 
wood-burner doesn’t mean you’re safe from burns.” Miss 
Kohl said. “Today’s stoves can burn you just as badlv as 
those your grandmother used.” 
Through all the holiday hubbub, one member of the fam­ 
ily usually keeps pretty well out of the way— the man of 
the family. By comparison, he has things pretty soft. 
His time comes, though, when the turkey must he carv­ 
ed. Like his forefathers, he’ll be exposing himself to danger 
from a ca n in g knife. 
Miss Kohl, however, has a couple of tips for him. too: “ Re 
sure the knife’s sharp. And cut away from you.” she said.

Sixteen deaths in traffic accidents was the record set by 
Missouri m otorists over the four day Thanksgiving holidays 
in both 1955 and 1956. 
The needless sacrifice of human lives should not be the 
penalty we pay for celebrating the cherished day of Thanks- 
giving, Co,. Hugh ll. Waggoner said today. 
“A review of the records for previous years,” the Highway 
Patrol Supt. said, “ would indicate that Missouri drivers are 
literally killing each other in their mad dash to get som e­ 
where to celebrate Thanksgiving.” 
Col. W aggoner said that few people seem to realise the 
m agnitude of the traffic problem as it concerns holiday trav­ 
el. 
There is an influx of thousands of automobiles on t h e 
highw ays beyond that of other days fir weekends whose 
drivers are unfamiliar with the perils of open road motoring. 
A strict adherence to traffic laws and regulations Is a vi­ 
tal necessity at all tim es for safety when driving, but when 
the roads are crowded with holiday traffic the need for ex ­ 
trem e caution is twice as evident.

Now, 536 years later, homemakers have equally good 
reason for looking forward to Thanksgiving. 
They know that with a little caution in the kitchen— and 
som e advance preparation— chances are pretty good t h a t 
they and their fam ilies will survive the national holiday un­ 
scathed. 
Of course, there still are hazards connected with the ev­ 
ent, even though th ey ’re not quite the same as those the 
settlers faced. 
Today, fixing the feast is as easy as— well, as opening a 
package (m ake that several packages) of frozen food, ac­ 
cording to Miss Martha Kohl, home economist of the N a­ 
tional S afety Council. 
The 20th century homemaker can. by planning ahead, keep 
last-m inute preparations to a minimum. With the help of a 
freeler she can prepare the fruit cocktail, cranberries, tur­ 
key and pies days ahead of time, Miss Kohl said. 
Or, if she wants, she can buy most of the Thanksgiving 
meal in prepared m ixes that require little work or time. 
Well, ju st what hazards does Mrs. Homemaker of 1957 
face, then? 
“ As usual, everyone will want to get into the act in the 
kitchen,” Miss Kohl said. 
“Not only do too many cooks spoil the broth, but too many 
cooks clutter up the kitchen, and may cause the homemaker 
to get flustered, perhaps trip 05 slip, or spill things.” 
What can hom em akers do to make Thanksgiving a day of 
leisure— one to spend with friends and relatives— rather 
than a day of danger? 
Miss Kohl advises that th ey: 
1. Get ready for the meal weeks ahead of tim e by buying 
and preparing much of the food. 
2. Get a good n igh t’a sleep (that goes for the whole fa m ­ 
ily ), then start the day o ff right with a good breakfast to 
keep fatigue at a minimum. 
3. Keep children— a hazard greater than sharp knives or 
hot pans— out of the kitchen. 
4. Be cautious when cooking the meal. “Just because you’re 
using an electric or gas stove instead of an old-fashioned 
wood-burner doesn’t mean you’re safe from burns,” Miss 
Kohl said. “Today’s stoves can burn you just as badly as 
those your grandmother used." 
Through all the holiday hubbub, one member of the fam ­ 
ily usually keeps pretty well out of the w ay— the man of 
the family. By comparison, he has things pretty soft. 
H is tim e comes, though, when the turkey must be carv­ 
ed. Like his forefathers, he’ll be exposing him self to danger 
from a c a n in g knife. 
Miss Kohl, however, has a couple of tips for him, too: “ Re 
sure the knife’s sharp. And cut away from you.” she said.

M HOLISM OF CHRISTM VS 


From the dim ages of long ago have come many of the 
ftstive rites and customs of our Christmas season. 
The symbolic use of a tree dates back at least 4,000 years, 
when Egyptians celebrated in honor of their Sun God ,in the 
month corresponding to our December. They 
believed that 
the sun died every night and was born again in the morning, 
and that late December and January brought the turning 
point, when the sun remained with them a little bit longer 
each day. This was a season for rejoicing, and the palm trees 
became their symbol, as it put out a leaf every month and 
the twelve leaves symbolized the complete year. 
A few thousand years later came the feast of Saturnalia, 
also held in December, but the tree the Romans used was a 
tall conifer, loaded with decorations. Roman legions carried 
this symbolism over the Alps into Gaul; and about 15 B.C. 
the tree was used in Yuletide celebrations of the Germans. 
Hundreds of years passed, and the tree became the symbol 
of celebrations connected with the patron saint of Russia 
and of children— Saint Nicholas, who in his lifetime was 
Bishop of Myra, in Asia Minor, 
An old legend tells us that the kindly St. Nicholas unin­ 
tentionally originated the custom of hanging stockings by 
the fire at Christmas. St. Nicholas was rich, and loved to 
make mysterious journeys bearing secret gifts to the poor. 
For a long time his identity remained hidden but he was 
caught at la-t with his sack of gifts on his back. 
St. Nicholas knew an old nobleman w ho w as very poor and 
who did not want anyone to know of his poverty. Wishing 
to give him a gift of money St. Nicholas crept to a window* 
of the house and saw the old gentleman asleep by the fire. 
The good Bishop climbed to the roof and dropped his gift 
down the chimney, thinking it would fall on the hearth at 
the nobleman’s feet. However, it bo happened that the gentle­ 
man's daughter had hung some stockings to dry by the 
fire and the money fell into one of them ; and from the kindly 
deed of the good Bishop has grown the widespread custom of 
hanging stockings at Christmas time. 
The anniversary of St. Nicholas* death in 1087 became a 
festival in the Russian church, and in time the name became 
corrupted to Santa Claus and associated with the festivities 
of the Christmas season, with its tree .its decorations, and 
hflly ;fid the mistletoe. These are the joyous symbols of 
Christmas. 
We can keep Christmas merry by safeguarding these sym­ 
bols against fire.

SY M BO LISM OF CH RISTM AS 


From the dim ages of long ago have come many of the 
festive rites and customs of our Christmas season. 
The symbolic use of a tree dates back at least 4,000 years, 
when Egyptians celebrated in honor of their Sun God ,in the 
month corresponding to our December. They 
believed that 
the sun died every night and was born again in the morning, 
and that late December and January brought the turning 
point, when the sun remained with them a little bit longer 
each day. This was a season for rejoicing, and the palm trees 
became their symbol, as it put out a leaf every month and 
the twelve leaves symbolized the complete year. 
A few* thousand years later came the feast of Saturnalia, 
also held in December, but the tree the Romans used was a 
tall conifer, loaded with decorations. Roman legions carried 
this symbolism over the Alps into Gaul; and about 15 B.C. 
the tree was used in Yuletide celebrations of the Germans.

However, it so happened that the gentle­ 
man’s daughter had hung some stockings to dry by the 
fire and the money fell into one of them; and front the kindly 
deed of the good Bishop has grow n the widespread custom of 
hanging stockings at Christinas time.

All companies should be depriv­ 
ed of their fast tax write-off bene­ 
fits- 22.000 corporations have tak­ 
en advantage to the tune of untold 
billions of dollars since the 
law 
was enacted in 1950. 
The tax deduction laws should 
be repealed. Under these laws. oil 
companies are entitled to a 27*2 
percent write-off for 
"depleting" 
their land of its oil. Other mineral 
companies are similarly treated. 
Does the farmer get a soil fertility 
depletion allowance? 
Completely eliminate direct sub­ 
sidies to all corporations— aircraft, 
ship-building, etc. 
Uncle 
Sam 
paid $40 million of the cost of build­ 
ing just one $76.8 million ship for 


just one maritime corporation re­ 
cently. 
.Eliminate all indirect subsidies, 
such as the ones the owners 
of 
Time receive on mailing their pub­ 
lication. Uncle Sam is estimated 
to have subsidized Time’s owners 
by between ll million and $2 mil­ 
lion in that way last year. 
When Time agrees to this, we’ll 
agree with the magazine—subsi­ 
dies are, indeed, a “ scandal." Not 
one should be spared — Spring­ 
field leader and Press.

pestle, cattail flag, bull-scgg, wa­ 
ter torch and candlewick. 
From prehistoric 
days, 
men 
have recognized the simple, grace­ 
ful beauty of the long, slender 
leaves that are often taller than 
the brown 
blossom 
stalks. 
Tho 
upper half of the cylindrical blos­ 
som is the stamens; the lower 
half, the pistils, develops into the 
familiar chocolate-brown blooms. 
The older Italian school of paint­ 
ers often used a cattail in the 
hand of the Master to represent 
a mock scepter in their paint­ 
ings of the crowning of Christ 
with thorns, 
Typha 
latifolia, 
the 
scientific 
name, tells two facts about the 
cattail. Typha means a bog, and 
There are some IO species of the 
plant group in one genus which 
is widely distributed in 
warm 
and 
temperate 
regions 
through­ 
out most of the 
world. 
This 
marsh herb has a creeping **oot- 
stock. The main stem branches 
out each 
spring and sends 
up 
new stems and eeaeh new 
stem 
eventually becomes an independ­ 
ent plant. 
It is this spreading 
growth system which allows the 
plants to take over large areas 
within a few* years. 
The Indians used cattail roots 
in the spring for food. In late 


summer 
the 
roots 
(dare 
large 
quantities bt starch. Records tell 
us that Virginia’s hungry settlors 
boiled the blossoms and made a 
soup. Colonists used the strong 
stems for candles, putting a wick 
through 
tile 
hollow 
stem; 
and 
many a 
man of mature years 
can recall the torchlight political 
parades at the turn of the cen­ 
tury when he dipped a cattail 
head in 
coal oil for a torch. It 
is, say casual observers, just a 
swamp plant, but the cattail has 
both history and beauty to him 
who appreciates 
Nature’s offer­ 
ings.—Globc-Democrat.

This 
occurred after the McGraw-Hill 
publication.

Cutler was careful not to men­ 
tion Aviation Week by name, but 
he implied that the magazine had 
committed 
an 
action 
close 
to 
"treason.” 
" If any of you here advertise* 
in this publication." Cutler ha* 
been quoted as saying. " I sug­ 
gest that you search your soul* 
before you give it further sup­ 
port.” 
In addition. Moss would like to 
query Cutler 
about 
an 
earlier 
speech made at Harvard Univer­ 
sity May 14. 1955, which revealed 
other astonishing facts about Cut­ 
ler’s philosophy of a free press 
in a democracy. 
'‘Deficiencies, shortfalls, 
a n d 
slippages in our national defense 
operations 
and 
productions, 
a* 
well as successful developments 
therein,” Cutler declared at Har­ 
vard, were part of the security 
Information to be kept from the 
American people. 
He also boasted about his role 
in the creation of the Office of 
Strategic Information in the Com­ 
merce Department, an agency set 
up to censor nonsecret informa­ 
tion from the public. It made Con­ 
gress so sore that it was abol­ 
ished. 
"Publicted differences of view 
among the President’s chief ad­ 
visers.” said Cutler, 
"afford

ruthless 
enemy 
the 
rarest 
of 
chances to make trouble 
- to 
drive a divisive wedge between 
friends, between counsellors, be­ 
tween allies." For this reason. Cut- 
lr backed government secrecy. 
"There will be others, I fear, 
who will run wailing to the Con­ 
stitution.” he declared, 
showing 
his contempt for 
the 
American 
people’s right to know. 
He also admitted having helped 
spike Cineration Candor in Febru­ 
ary 1955. 
This was a proposed 
Atomic Energy Commission policy 
which would have given the Amer­ 
ican people the true facts about 
atomic fallout.
